Harrisburg. July IO (A P )—Gov­ 
ernor Earle signed a bill today ap ­ 
propriating 
$9,000,000 
to 
second 
class townships 
and 11,000,000 
to 
Philadelphia for highway purposes 
In 1936 and 1937. 
The money will 
come out of the motor license fund. 
Tile townships will build, 
recon­ 
struct 
and 
m aintain 
roads 
and 
bridges. 
The bill requores townships to cut 
their tax rates for 1935 by am ounts 
equal to those sent by the highway 
departm ent. 
Tile bill also author­ 
izes the supervisors to elect a road 
m aster who may be employed by 
the highway departm ent in a su ­ 
pervisory capacity. 
This will give 
the supervisors some control over 
the expenditures. 
The governor also signed a bill 
providing th a t existing 
funds 
for 
m aintenance of second class tow n­ 
ship roads may be used this year 
for highway construction. 
The measure also permits tow n­ 
ships 
to seek 
federal funds 
for 
roads. 
Earle cleared his desk of 14 bills 
today, leaving 324 th a t he roust act 
upon by m idnight of July 22. 
Bills still to be dealt with include 
the $141,000,000 general a p p ro p ria ­ 
tion bill, bills giving the state great­ 
er power over the 
beer and liquor 
traffic and a proposed income lax 
measure.

sured by Governor Earle affixing 
his signature to the bill of Senator 
George L. Reed, of Harrisburg. Tues­ 
day afternoon, under which blind 
persons will receive pensions not ex­ 
ceeding $30 a month. 
T hirty-four blind persons in Ad­ 
ams county are now receiving state 
pensions, and four more are on the 
list awaiting approval. 
About 22 
other blind persons in the county 
are eligible for pensions, but have 
not made application. 
Pensions for the blind in G ettys­ 
burg and Adams county are adm in­ 
istered by the Mothers' Assistance 
board. 
The Reed bill repeals the act of 
1934 under which blind pensions are 
granted now but no m ajor changes 
in the m ethod of pensioning the 
sightless. 
Principal provisions of the bill 
are; 
1. Pensioners m ast have lived in 
the state at least Ave of the nine 
years immediately preceding appli­ 
cation for pension and m ust have 
lived in the state continuously d ur­ 
ing the last year. 
2. Pensions will go to all blind 
persons having an annual income 
of less than $1,200 or whose real 
property is assessed at less than 
$500. the pension being sufficient to 
bring income and pension to $1,200 a 
year. 
R ight of Appeal 
3. Persons denied pensions have 
the right to appeal to the depart- I 
m ent of welfare. 
4 A pensioner who is totally or 
perm anently blind, as shown by a 
doctor's report, need not take a 
further exam ination. 
5 Pensions will start on the first 
day of the m onth after the m onth I 
in which the application is received 
6 The departm ent of welfare is 
authorized to appoint trustees to su-
